DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 2/7/08 in which claims 1-10 and 12-46 
are pending. The applicant's amendments have been fully considered therefore this 
case is in condition for allowance. In addition the pending claims have been 
renumbered as 1-45, respectively. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior arts 
of record fail to anticipate or render obvious the following recited features: wherein said 
complex-basis-function-data stream is responsive to X(n) °lx(n) IK, where X(n) 
represents said complex- forward-data stream, and K is an integer greater than or equal 
to one; a filter coupled to said basis-function generator and configured to generate a 
complex-filtered-basis-function-data stream in response to said complex-basis-function- 
data stream as recited in all the independent claims.
